Remember 
the Martyrs of Jeſus; that loved not their lives to the death for 
his Names-ſake,that had called them. And Jeſus himſelf,that made 
a-good Confeſſion before Pontixs Pilate z; who hath cenſecrated 
through his Blood a new and living way for all, that come unto 
God by him, who is made a high Prieſt, higher than the Hea- 
vens, one that can be touched and moved ; and isdaily touched 
and moved with our VV eakneſs and Infirmity; that through hin 
we may be made ſtrong in the Lord, and more then Conquerors 
through him that hath ſoved us. 

V Vhereforelet it not ſeem, as if fome ſtrange thing had happen- 
£d to you, for all theſe things are for the Tryal of your Faith ; 
whichis more precious than the Gold that periſheth. *Tis the 
old quarrel, Children of this World, againſt the Children of the 
Lord; thoſe that are born after the fleſh, watring againſt thoſe that 
are born after the Spirit : Cain againſt Abel, the Old World a- 
gainſt Noab, Sodomntes againſt Lot, Hagar againſt Sarah, 1/h- 
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- acl againſt - Iſaac, Eſau againſt Fucob, Er ypriant again lnae- 
Ltes, the falſe Prophets agatnit the true —_— an, xt 
remiah, &c, | The Few: under the Profeſſion of the Letter of the 
Law 5 ama Chriſt, that came to futfil the Law, and all his \ Piri- 
tual followers and Diſciples : And all the falſe Apoſtate Chrilti- 
ans againſt the true and SpiritualChriſtians,and Martyrs of Jefus. 

So, your conflict is for the Spiritual Appearance of Chriſt Je- 
ſus againſt thoſe that profeſs him in words, but in Works and 
Converſations every day deny him; doing Deſpight to the Spi- 
rit of grace in themſelves, and thoſe that are led by it. But 
though Gog and Hae ſhall gather themſelves together to lay 
walte the City.of God ; yct the Lord hath determined their de- 
ſtruQtiog, and he will bring it to paſs. 

Wherefore rejoyce, O thou little Hill of God, and clap thy 
Hands for Foy ; Ps he that is faithful and tris, juſt and Kighte- 
0u5, and able to deliver thee, dwells in the midſt of thee : VV ho will 
cauſe thee to grow and wcreaſe, till thou becomeſt a great Moun- 
tain; till thou becomeſt the praiſe of the whole Earth, and the whole 
Earth be filled with thy Glory, 

and to-you all, who arc the followers of the Lamb of God, 
who' was dead, but is alive, and lives for evermore ; who is ri- 
ſen in your Hearts, as a bright ſhining light, and is leading you 
out of the Nature and Spirit of this World, in the Path of Rege- 
neration. I have this to ſay by way of holy Encouragement un- 
to you all ; the Lord God cternal that was and is, and is to come, 
hath reſerved for you the glorics of the laſt Dayes ; and if ſo be, 
that the Followers and Martyrs of Jeſus in Ages paſt, when the 
Church was going into the Wilderneſs, & his witneſſes into Sack- 
cloth, were notwithſtanding ſo Noble and Valiant for the Truth 
on Earth ; that they loved not their lives unto the Death, and 
ſuffered joyfully the Spoiling of their Goods for the Teſtjmony 
of Jeſus, how much more ought youall to be encouraged unto 
Faithfulneſs, who are come to the Reſurrection of the Day, 
which ſhall never more be eclipſed ; in which the Bride-groom 
is come, to fetch you his Spouſe out ofthe WILDERNESS 
to- give you Beauty for Aſhes, and the Garment of Praiſe for 
the SPIRITof HE AV INES $ who will cover you with 

kis Spirit, and adorn you with his fine Lingen, the Righteouſ, aye 
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of the Saints, lean upon his Breaſt for ever. And know your 
joyning in an Everlaiting Covenant with him, that he may lift 
up the Light of his Countenance upon you, and delight to do 
you good, that in bleſſing he may bleſs you, increaſe you and 
multiply you in all ſpiritual Bleflings now and forever ; that to 
God through him you may live all the days of your appointed 
time; to whom be Glory and Honour, Praiſes and Thankf- 


givings in the Church throughout all Ages, and for ever. I
